Yves, they did go 
through the sea—and if Was a wmiracie, too. 
And the fish looked out at them from the 
water on either side, and woncered who 
thee other moosters were.” 

The Roman Catholic:, as well as Second 
Adventists, have their pet theories and inter- 
pretations of the m ysterious later-day prophe- 
cies, The immediate prospect indicated by 
them they consider exceedingly gloomy, but 
in the backgrougd is the vague promise of a 
glorious viciory fur the caurch. The pre- 
victions current among devout Catho- 
lics in London run something like 
‘his: Immediately after the Geath of Pope 
Pius 1X, a formidable schism in the Roman 
Church is to occus; there will succeed to him 
atrue Pope and anli-Pope, they will both 
die very svon; tothem will succeed another 
Pope and anti-Pope; they will live but a 
short time, and at their death the schism 
will enc; the whole Church will recognize 
the new and true Pope, and the triumphs of 
the Church over the world will begin afresh. 

The Papal bull, signed May 28, 1873, for 
reculating tbe next Papal electicn, provides 
jor the suspension of all those laws relating 
to the pluce where the election is to be held 
—that is,in the place where the Roman 
Pontiff may have died—and also those laws 
regarding the ceremonies, which by no means 
constitute the character of a canonical elec- 
tion. The Cardinals are absolved from their 
oats to observe the Constitutions with these 
provisions, anc are permitted to fix the day 
uf the future € ection; but they are forbidden 
10 discuss the subject of the successor as 
long as the present Pope lives. The reason 
for these provisions is because “circumstan- 
ces have so Changed that everything is to be 
feared from crafty men who only call them- 
selves Catholics, as well as from those be- 
longing to the bands of heretics.” 


Bishop Cheney’a trustees hava stolen the 
march on the orthodox Episcopal claimants 
to his sacctuary. The church was to have 
been sold at auction a few days since, be- 
cause of non-payment of interest on’a mort- 
gege of $25,000, held by the Chicago Pres- 
byterian Theological Seminary. This occa- 
sion was to have been seized by the 
opponents of the Reformed Episcopal 
Church to gain legal possession of the 
church, thus ousting the rebellious Cheney. 
Last Saturdsy, however, the coveted church 
was quietly auctioned off to a representative 
of the Cheney party, to satisfy a mortgage 
for $7,500 held by a Mr. Vaughan of Rhode 
Island, the existence of which was not gen- 
erally known. Naturally, there is much 
chagrin felt by “the party of the other party” 
at this cunning flank-movement, which they 
characterize as one of fraud and collusion, 
and the end is not yet. 

The 


Ecclesiastical upheavais continue. 
Third Reformed (Dutch) Church of Phila- 
delphia lately withdrew from its connection 
with the Classis of Philadelphia, and united 
with the Western Presbyterian Church of 
that city. The united body, under the name 
of Immanuei Church, was subsequently re- 
ceived by the Central Presbytery of Phila- 
delphia. The Reverend Charles Wads- 
wortb, D. D, pastor of the _ extinct 
Reformed Church, then applied to the 
Classis for a letter of dismissicn to the Pres- 
bytery; but this was refused, whereupon 
he renounced the jurisdiction of the Classis, 
und was by a unanimous vote of the Presby- 
tery reccived and enrolled as One of its mem- 
bers. Thereupon the Classis assembled and 
cited Dr. Wadsworth and one of his elders 
to appear for tria!. They did not appear, 
and after going through with the forms of a 
trial they were deposed—the former from 
the ministry and ‘the latter from his elder- 


ship.

We can count but one-fifth of that number 
and yet there are more sacraments received 
in any one year by the adult portion of 
Catholic Americans than by the whole 
French nation.

The company is to be governed by a 
Presidentand a board of directors, and is 
empowered totransact and perform all the 
business relating to a direct trade, “according 
to the usages and custom of commission 
merchants,—” to make contracts, advance 
money on produce, etc. No new-fangled 
untried notions enter into thc plan, Granted 
a skillful management and sufficient capital, 
no obstacle can prevent results that will lead 
to a glorious revolution in our trade. 

The shares are purposely put at ten dollars 
each. Their sale will be confined to the 
Patrons of Husbandry, and no one will be 
he permitted to cphise a controlling in- 
terest, A practical, safe and sure way is now 
open to the planters hy which they may free 
themselves from the remorseless grip of 
New York speculators, from the hands of 
the men who recently utilized the failure of 
some railroad speculators to depreciate cotton 
six cents a pouod io a single month, and 
that. tuo, when there waa a goud demand 
from the manufacturers in urope, who con- 
sume three-fourthe of our cotton. Will you 
remain bound hand and foot to such men? 
If not,then sid in a practical way the first 
practical attempt at commercial independ- 
ence. 

By dealing directly with the forcign manu- 
facturers incalculable advantages will gradu- 
ally accrue to the cotton States, beyond the 
shipment of cotton direct from our own 
ports. Foreign merchandiz9 will come to us 
without the imposition of a half-dozen New 
York profits; the tide of immigration can be 
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decline for the week. 

LIVBRPOOL. 
The market has been dull and lower with 
medium sales; at 3 cent decline in the price. 


In No 17 we wrote: The receipts for 
four weeks in January will be 600,000 bales,” 
and they are 614,000. In No. 18 we wrote: 
“We aball receive one million of bales in the 
next eight weeka” In No. 20 we wrote

PRICE. 

We aiill believe that the price for con- 
tracts especially must go lower. For the 
receipts now are 250,000 bales more than 
they were in the large crop year at this date. 
The supply of American cotton, according 
to our tables, is 475,000 more than laet year. 
The supply for the world, according to the 
Binancial Chronicle tables, is 525,000 more 
than last year. The stock in New York is 
83,000 bales more than Jast year; and the 
stock at all ports is 260,000 bales more than 
last year. The total receipts are now 272,(00 
bales more than Jast year, and we expect the 
receipts from this time forward to average a 
little more than last year for each montb. 
For instance, the receipts for February last 
year were 463,000 bales, whilst this year 
our estimate is 500,000 bales for the month.

country and in Europe, and we believe the 
weight of the excessive supply of American 
will weigh the market down sometime ve- 
tween this and the 10th of March, so that it 
will look cheap to outside dealers. Then 
they will come into the market and buy on 
speculation, and when this becomes general 
the market will have seen its lowest price 
forthe seagon.. Whether this price will be 
154 or 15 cents for middlings in New York 
is in the future, and entirely depeadent on the 
receipts for next month, Southern dealers 
are playing over again the same role they 
played last year. Believing the crop will be 
under four millions, they are buying all they 
can carry, on margins. We believe it will 
be much safer to wait until the 15th of 
March, and then buy at the market 
price, no matter whether it is higher or lower 
thannow. Our friends have bought March 
contracts allthe way from 17 ceats down to 
151-2ceats. Suppose they are worth only 
14 cents by the 10th of March. They will 
then regret theic hasty action. But we are 
animpulsive people, and always buy cotton 
when we“feelitin our bones thatit will go 
up,” without much regard to the surrounding 
circumstances. 


The rivers of the West were getting quite 
low about two weeks since, but are now in 
fine boating order again. The Arkausus and 
White rivers especially are in fine condition 
now. 

The world’s supply of American cotton in 
sight now, outside of the mills, is 1,836,000 
bales, having increased 900,000 balcs in the 
last eight weeks, compared with 420,000 last 
year, and 424,000 the year before, same time.

mortgage to Lockett on 1,625 acres of lend 
and certain personal property, and which 
mortgage contained, among other stipula- 
tions, a power to sell the land on non-pay- 


ment. 

Lockett also alleges that he was placed in 
possession of the property, real and personal, 
on the 20th of December, 1871, and continued 
in ee until he conveyed the land 
under his power, on the 18th of December, 
1873, for $4,875, to the the firm (of which he 
was then a member) of Rust Johnstén & 
Co.; and thaa he ie still in possession of the 
personal propert 7. 

He prays an injunction against Hoge, the 
assignee, to restrain him from selling any of 
the personal property, or interfering with 
any of the mortg property real or per- 
sonal; and asks for a subpoena against both 
Hill, the dankrupé, and ; and the Dill 
prays for “ other and further relief.” 

There ia an addendum to the bill—au offer 
to take the property at a fair valuation to be 
determined by the Court, or to eell the per- 
sonal property by virtue of his power and 
account to the assignee for any surplus; or 
to surrender the property upon paywent of 
his debt. 

The conveyance in mortgage from Hill, 
the bankrupt, to Lockett the mortgagee and 
complainant, was executed on the 16th of 
January, 1871, by which he conveyed to 
Lockett a plantation in Dougherty county 
ia this Btate, containing sixteen hundred 
and twenty-five acres, also certain personal 
property on the land consisting of fourteen 
mutes, all the stock of hogs, cattle, &., wag- 
Ons, carts and farming implements, and like. 
wise the crops of corn, cotton, and fodder, 
to be raised on the place, during the said year 
1871; provided nevertheless, if Hill shall pay 
on or before the lst day of October, 1871, a 
certain draft accepted by one Rust & son, 
and all advances so made during the year for 
provisions, and shall save Lockett harmless 
on the Ketchum & Hartridge draft, and all 
costs, expenses and feea, then the deed to be 
void, else of full force. The mortgage 
further aUpulates that if Hill shail fail to pay 
the draft accepted by Rust & Son, at the 
time, and in the manner specified, and also 
the advances forthe present year, then Rust 
& Son or Lockett shall have the right to 
foreclose said lien: or mortgage on the grow- 
ing crops and other personal property, in ac 
cordance wiih the statutes of thia State; as 
to the real estate, itis further agreed that 
Lockett shall have the right t foreclose this 
mortgage upon the same, or to sell said plan- 
tation upon the most favorable terms practi- 
cable, 2ither at public sale to the highest 
bidder, or at private sale,and to account to 
Hill, after paying otf said debts, for the 
balance; and Hill constitutes and appoints 
Lockett bis attorney io fact, ratifying his 
acts and doings in the premises, provided, 
nevertheless, that this power of attorney to 
convey and make titles shall not operate 
until after the first day of October next, 1871. 

On the 20th of December, 1871, Hill and 
Lockett entered into a written agreement, 
under seal, reciting that Hill veing in- 
debted to Lockett in a large amount 
and to secure the debt, as well as for other 
purposes, he, on the 16th of January, 1871, 
executed 10 Lockett a mortgage to certain 
propery real and persoal, and being still in- 
debited to Lockett in the sum of six thous- 
and seven hundred and thirty-three doilars 
twenty-three cents with iaterest from tbe 1st 
of December, 1871, at the agreed rate of ten 
per cent., from eaid ist of December until 
paid. And that by eaid mortgage i.» ken 
had the right tosell the land thei vin couvcyed, 
but the present not being considered a judi- 
cious time to make the sale, itis agreed tbat 
Lockett shall take possession of said property 
real and persona} and shall have the right to 
rent the plantation and the personal property 
in terms this day agreed upon between Lock- 
ett and one Jobn La Roque, and that the rent 
shall be applied to the extinguishment of the 
debt due by Hill to Lockett; and that dur- 
ing the ensuing year (1872) Lockett shall have 
the right to sell all of the property both real 
and persoal, mentioned in said mortgage con- 
sisting of the lands mentioned in the mort- 
gage und personal property this day turned 
over to La Roque ad apply the proceeds, 
firstly, to we balance due on the 
debt above mentioned in this 
agreement, and secondly, to the pay- 
ment of the Ketchum & Hartridge draft 
(provided this draft has to be paid’, and 
Lockett is appoited attorney in fact for 
Hill, with full power and authority to act as 
his attorney in fect and to make al) needful 
conveyances. 

Onthe 24th October, 1873, Hill wrote 
Lockett that as he was unable to pry him he 
might take all the stock, etc., on the lend 
(“all of which is mortgaged to you”) at a fair 
valuation, and credit the same on the debts. 
There is no evidence that this offer was ac— 
cepted or rejected. Much was said during 
the argument as to whether Lockelt ever 
took actual possession of the land and per- 
sonal property. The evidence read, is con- 
flicting. It was, however, agreed by the in- 
strument of December 20, 1371, that Lockett 
“shall take possession of the eaid property, 
real and personal, and shall have the right 
to rent and hire,” etc. By a writing dated 
December 20, 1871, Lockett rented the “plan- 
tation of D. P. Hill,” and the personal prop- 
erty thereon, for the year 1872 to La Roque 
for forty bales of cotton, to be raised on the 
place and to be deliveredtohim. One Blake 
filed an affidavit stating that he rented the 
plantation from Lockett for 1873, and paid 
him the rent, and regarded Lockett as the 
lawful owner and ~possessor of said 
plantation, and held the same as _ his 
ienant, and upon delivering the possession to 
Lockeit, he putone White in possession. 
But he does not positively state that Lockett 
was at any time in actual possession of the 
land, and he makes no mention whatever of 
the personal property. Mr. Ely, solicitor and 
counsel for Lockett, in this cause swears that 
he was present on the plantation of D. P. 
Hill on the 20th December, 1871, and that in 
his presenee Hill delivered the possession of 
the plantation to Locketr, and all the per- 
sonal property thereon. The bankrupt, in 
his answer, read as an affidavit, denies that 
he ever, at any time, turned over the posses— 
sion of the plantation and personal property 
to Lockett, but simply authorized him to 
exercise & supervisory control over the same, 
in order to protect and further defendant’s 
interests in the way of making crops. He 
also denies that Locket rented out the prop- 
erly for 1872 or 1873, but on the contrary, he 
says that he rented out the plantation, stock, 
etc., etc., to La Royue for 40 bales of cotton 
for the rent; but intending that Lockett 
should have the rents and profits, he caused 
La Roque to execute the contract with Lock- 
ett instead of with himself. He further says 
tbat Lockett never gave him (Hill) leave 
to rent the place for 1873 to Blake, as his

by the death or bankruptcy of the appointor, 
it survives and may still, as a genera: rule,be 
executed in the name of the person in whom 
it was placed. Venerable authority on ques- 
tions of this mature says that if a person 
clothed with a power hath at the same time 
an estate in the land, the power is not collat- 
eral because it savors of the land: Hardress 
R,4:5. And the Supreme Couri of the 
Uniten States, by Chief Justice Marshall, io 
Hunt vs. Rousmanier,8 Wheat. 175, said: 
“What is meant by the expression ‘a power 
coupled with an interest?’ Is it an interest 
in the subject on which the power is to be 
exercised, or is it an interest in that which is 
proiuced by the exerciee of the power? We 
hold it to be ciear that the interest which can 
protect a power after the death 
of a person who crestes it must 
be an  intereat in the thing itself. 
In cther words the power must 
be engrafted on an estate in the thing. 
Pe hd Gated A power coupled with an 
interest is a power which accompanies or is 
connected with an interest. The power and 
the interestis united in tbe same person. 
Butit we are to understand by the word 
‘interes’ an interest in that which is to ba 
produced by the exercise of the power, then 
they are never united. The power to pro- 
duce the interest must be exercised, and by 
itg exercise is extinguished. The power 
ceases when the interest commences, and, 
therefore, cannot in accurate luw langcuxge. 
be said to be ‘coupled’ withit. * * * * * 
But if the interest or estate paftses with the 
power, and vests in the person by whom the 
power is to be exercised, such person acts in 
his own name. The estate being in him, 
passes from him by aconveyance lo his own 
name,” 
Does the power now in question answer 
the definition given in Hardres, or the 
equally accurate and more comprehensible 
description given by the Supreme Court? 
Had Lockett, at the time when the power 
was execured,a vested intereat or estate in 
the mortgaged property? was the 
power conferred conjoined with an 
estate, then held by Lockett, in 
the thing itself? “A mortgage in this 
State is only a security for a debt, and passes 
no title.’—Code, 1954. Avoiding unessential 
matters as far as may be, and matters collat- 
eral to the questions for decision, I will quote 
from or refer to the construction given to 
this statute by the State Supreme Court, as 
found in the Reports. In Davis vs. Ander- 
son, 1 Kelly 176, Warner, J., in delivering 
the opinion of the Court, said that ‘‘a mort- 
gage in this State is nothing more than a 
security fur the payment of the debt; and the 
title to the mortg ged property remains in 
the mortgagor unuil foreclosure and sale, ina 
manner pointed out by the statuie.” * * * 
* “Under our law the legal title to the mort- 
gaged property remains in the mortgagor 
until after foreclosure and sale,” and the in- 
terpretation given by that Jearned an distin- 
guished Judge has been followed from that 
day to this. See the Reports passim. In 
Scott vs, Warren, 21 Ga. R., 408, McDonald, 
J., said; “In Eogland and in some of the 
states of the Union, when the condition is 
broken, the estate is so absolutely vested in 
the mortgageee taat he may maintain eject- 
ment and recover the premises ‘This is not 
the case here. In this State a mortgage ip 
its inception is nothing more toao a 
security for the payment of money, 
and it so continuea tu be be, and nothing 
more after the breach of the condition, there- 
fore, creates a lien only, and not an estate.” 
And this Court, in the United States va the 
Athens Armory, 35 Georgia Reports, 344, 
saic: “A mortgage in Georgia is only a secu- 
rity for the debt; the title to the property re- 
mains in the mortgagee. This is fully set- 
tled as a rule of pruperty by a series of State 
adjudications, and when such is the case the 
Federal Courts adopt the decisions of the 
state Courts. 
It has been neariy a century and a half, if 
my researches are correct, since powers of 
sale, inserted in conveyances in mortgages 
were first known to the courts in England. 
And notwithstanding the validity of thess 
powers has been supported in courtsof equi- 
ty, and they have at least impliedly become 
a part of the jurisprudence of that country ; 
yet, as late as 1825, Lord Chancellor Eldon, 
in Roberts vs Bozan, mentioned in 1 Pow. 
on Mortg., 9, 13, characterized them as extra- 
ordinary and of a dangerous nature. 

The first reported case ia our own country 
which I have been able to find, on this im- 
mediate subject, is Borgen vs Bennet’, 1 
Caines’ cases in error, 19. This wasa bill to 
redeem on the ground that the power to 
sell, contained in the conveyance 
in mortgage, became extinct on 
the death of the mortgagor. The 
Court for the Correction of Errors held that 
the authority to sell was a power coupled 
with an interest, and dismissed the bill. I

Troup, 2 
Cowen 195 said: “Now, the power of the 
m to sell is a power to cregte or 
acquire to himseif the equitable estate io the 
land during the continuance of the legal 
estate conveyed to him by the morigage.” 

The equity doetrine ia New York andin 
nearly all the States, is that the mortgae is 
a new security for the debt, and the wort- 
gagce Las but a chattle interest,and that until 
a decree of foreclosure, *the mortgagor con- 
tinues the reel owner of the fee. 
The equity of redemption is consid- 
ered to be the real and beneficial estate tan- 
tamount to the fee at law. And in the case last 
cited Woodworth, J.,said: “Themortgagor, 
notwithstanding the mortgagee, is deemed 
seized and is the legal owner of the land, as 
to all persons except the mortgages, and his 
representatives.” Citing Hitchcock vs, Har- 
rington, 6:h John’s Rep, 290. 

The validity of the clause of a power of 
sale inserted in a mortgage has been, as a!- 
ready established in the Courts of 
Chancery at Westminster (Coote on Mort- 
ane, i et seq.) and also in Ncw York and 
indeed, in nearly all the States. In New 
York and in other States the mode of enforc- 
ing these power of sale mortgages is in a 
greater or less degree guarded by statutes, 
againgt irregularity aud abuse; such enaci- 
ments are highly commendable, for it may 
be borne in mind that the mortgagee holds 
the antagonistic and anomalous position of 
credior and trustee united in himself, and it 
must often transpire that the time the place 
and the manner of selling wil! present ques- 
tions of difficulty anc importance to the par- 
ties, In New York, for example, 
these must be according to the provi:ions of 
the statute, six months notice in the public 
Gazette before the mortgage, can sell under 
the power of sale; see Jackson va. Lawson, 
17 Johns, R. 800. 

With these remarks, I will proceed to as- 
certain whether under the statute law of this 
State and the construction waich it has uni- 
formly received by the State Supreme Court, 
a power of sale contained in a conveyance 
in mortgage, executed in this State is a pow- 
er cuupled with an interest. Directing at- 
tention to the cages which have been cited 
on the subject of a power of sale contained 
in a conveyance in mortgage, it will readily 
be perceived that the reasoning in the deci- 
sious of the courts in England and New 
York is founded on the legal fact that to 
create a power combined with an interest, 
the donee must have at the time of the crea- 
tion of the power a vested estate in the land 
or thing, such power may be classed as an 
appenduncy, snd the power must have an 
estate to conjoin with and nourish it. When 
this is not the case, the power is timply col- 
lateral and ends, at farthest, with the life or 
bankruptcy of the donor. 


In Eogland and in other States, including 
New Yoik, andin the latter State at leasr, 
when the decisions above noted were made, 
ejectment could be maintained by the mort- 
gagee against the mortgagor on his failure to 
pay the money atthetime stipulated. Where 
as in Georgiia no ejectment or other po.s8es- 
sory action on breach of the condition by 
the mortgagor has been recognized as a part 
of its jurisprudence, The rule of evidence is 
that tne plaintiff in ejectment must succeed, 
if at all, on the strength of his own titie, and 
not on the infirmity of the claim of the de- 
fendant. So, too, the claimant, to support 
his action of ejectment, must beclothed with 
the legal title to the lands. In the language 
of Kent, Ch. J. in Latbrop vs. Demont, 9 
Cowen 78: “Iothe action of «jectment we 
must look steadily to the legaltitle.” In 
Reed vs. Shepley, 6 Vermont 8. 502, it was 
resolved that in ano ejectment a morigager 
canoot dispute the tiue of the mortgayce 
Thus,in England and in New York asd 
other States of the Union, upon the deiiv- 
ery of the ordinary conveyance in mort- 
gice, wn estate or interest passes 
to und vests in the mortgagee, and such es- 
tate being then vested in him it is sufficient, 
in law, upon which to raise a power coupled 
with an interest; and the estate or interest 
in the Jand or thing being in the mortgagee 
at the time he is clothed with the authurity, 
the estate or interest supports the power und 
they stund united. 


Iu this State, at least so far as my informs- 
tiou extends on this immediate subject, ibe 
common law doctrine, even in its modern 
and modified form, in relation to conovey- 
ances in mortgage, has never met the sanc- 
tion of the Supreme Couri of this State. 
Here the rights of parties to these securities 
for debts, from beginning to end, are regu- 
lated and enforced solely by the enl:ghtened 
principles of equity; the very Janguage of 
statute in equity. “A mortgage,” says the 
Code, sec. 1954, “ in this State is only » >ecu- 
rity for a debt and passes no title”’ As 
already observed, the State Supremy ‘ ‘ourt, 
in Davis vs. Anderson, said that the itle re- 
mains in the mortgagor, until foreci.» ure and 
sale in the manner pointed out t:y ihe stst- 
ute. And McDonald J., in Scoi. vs. Warren, 
eaid: “ Here a mortgage in its inception is 
nothing more than a security fur the pay- 
ment of the money, and it so continues to 
be, and nothing more, after the breaeh of 
the condition, the mortgage therefore creates 
a lien only and not an estate; and the 
morigagee in relation to the mortgaged 
properly stands on the same footing as any 
other creditor.” And this view uf the law of 
mortgages in Georgia was approved by 
Lumpkin, J., ia delivering the opiaion of the 
Court in Elfe va. Cole, 26 Ga., 196. 

Numerous other cases, containing like 
views, might be cited; but it is decmed un- 


necessary to do so. Counsel for complainant’ 


read the case of Robertson vs. Vason et al., 
37 Ga., R. 66, as affirming and adopting as « 
rule of decision the doctrine of the Courts ia 
Westminster and New York. In Robertson 
vs, Vason et al., the main question before the 
Court wes whether an injunction which had 
been granted at the instanceof them 

to restrain an innocent assignee of the notes 
and mortgage from selling the property un- 
der a power of sale, given to the mortgagee, 
his heirs and assigns, was properly dissolved. 
And Warner, C. J., for the Court, held that 
it was. 
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I am of the opinion that the power 
of sale containei in the

As just mentioned, 
it is provided in the agreement that Lockett 
shall take possession of the mortgaged prop- 
erty real and personal and rent and hire the 
same to La Roque, and Lockett is given the 
right, during the ensuing year, to veil all of 
said land and personal property.

And I think it is proper toapply 
the exception here. It is plainfrom the 
language used in the agreement, and the fair 
aod ordiaary import of the wordsem ployed 
—that Lockett, before the execution of the 
agreement, had agreed to rent and hire the 
mortgaged property to La Roque, and that 
it had been turned over to him—transferred; 
these were accomplished facts, effected ante- 
rior in time tu the delivery of jhe agreement, 
though done on the same day. The words 
are not that Lockett is in possession, but 
that be shall take posseasion, etc. In the 
contract of lease for the mortgaged property 
unade between Lockett and La Roque, it is 
rented for the ensuing year, 18724, as the 
“plantation of D. P. Hill.” La Roque ac- 
koowledges himself as the tenant of Lockett, 
and signs the lease; Lockett does not sign it. 
Ely, in his affidavit, says that Hill, on the 
20th December, 1871, delivered the posses- 
sion of the plantation and all the nal 
property thereon to Lockett. Hill swears 
that he never did turn over the possession to 
Lockett. If the possession was turned over 
to Lockett on that day—and I express an 
opinion on the weight of the evidence— 
the conclusion is that it must have 
basen subsequent, in time, to the execution of 
the agreement, and consequently after the 
property had been turned over to LaRoque, 
the lessee, The agreement also provides tnat 
“Lockett shall have the right auring the en- 
suing year” (1872) “‘toeeli allthe real and 
personal property this daySturned over to La 
Roque.” And Hill bestows on Lockett full 
power to act as his attorney, and to make all 
needful conveyances. No time was specified 
in the greement for the termination of the 
possession; therefore the law of this State 
construes it to be for a calendar year: Code, 
sec. 2290. The agreement, as mentioned 
a'raady, gave him the right during the en- 
suing year to sell all the - and personal 
property’ turned overto La Roque. This 
power he did not execute during 1372. there- 
fore,as he must have known thc certainty 
of his own term, he ought to have availed 
himeelf of his powcr to sell the property in- 
dicated in the agreement during its continu- 
ance; and whether the right to sell withio 
the time named wasa naked authorily, re- 
vocable at the pleasure of the principal, or 
was 8 power irrevocable by the grantor, and 
consequently current until his bankruptcy,or 
a power coupled with an interes 
is hers an _ inquiry of no 1 
consequence. The right to sell the entire 
property during the ensuing year, was sus- 
pended by Lockett beyond the limitation 
clause in theagreement, and being once sus- 
pended by his own voluntary act, it is, in my 
judgment, gone forever. But as the power 
of sale was merely cumulative, it could not 
bar a forclosure: ‘Turbish vs. Sears, 2 Cliff 
454. “Ifa man grant all his trees to be taken 
within five years, the grantee cannot take 
avy after the expiration of five years; for 
this is 1n the nature of a conditioa anuexed 
to the grant.” Moore &82. 

Lockett alleges that Hill, as his agent, 
rented the pioperty to Biaas for the year 
1873.
